When the bread is softened add four 
eggs, then beat together- a little 
while, then add thrive or four nice 
apples (not too sour), grated or 
sliqod fine; then add sugar to sweet- 
en well and one pint of sweet milk 
or cream and a small piece of butter1 
Bake in oven, in deep pan or dish

OARAMBL CUSTARDS.

Put the mixture inn 
bain marie and xtir it on tne nra un- 
til it thickens; poor into custard 
glasses and serve.
